“Betwen 35 and 50 per- 
cent of this money will be 
returned to the original 
owners or heirs if our re- 
storation efforts continue 
to prove as successful as 
they have in the past,” 
Cory said. 

The Unclaimed Property 
Law provides that un- 
claimed property such as 
savings accounts left dor- 
mant more than seven 
years in a bank or other 
institution, must be re- 

orted to the State Control- 
er by those holding the 
property. The Controller 
then attempts to find the 
rightful owners or heirs. 

he advertisements in- 
struct claimants to contact 
Cory’s office for further in- 
formation on claiming the 
property, while the mailed 
notices identify the current 
holders of the property to 
whom the owners may di- 
rect claims. If still un- 
claimed after June 22, the 
property is delivered to the 
Controller and all sub- 
sequent claims must be 
addressed to that office. 

“This year’s surge in 
unclaimed property re- 
ports is a direct result. of 
our efforts to increase 
compliance with the law 
and to change the law to 
make it more protective of 
the property owner,” Cory 
said. He cited law changes 
which lowered the dor- 
mancy period from 15 to 7 
years, stiffened reporting 
requirements, and nar- 
rowed the conditions for 
exacting service charges 
and restricting interest 
payments on dormant ac- 
counts. 

He said the legal 
changes also now require a 
greater effort on the part 
of the banks and other in- 
stitutions to locate the 
owners before reporting 
the accounts as dormant. 

“Unfortunately, there 
still are millions of’ dollars 
that have gone unadver- 
tised and may never be re- 
stored to the owners be- 
cause some California 
banks for many years fol- 
lowed the practice of ap- 
plying monthly service 
charges to inactive savings 
accounts,’’ Cory said. 
“Such charges wiped out 
many small accounts by 
the end of the old dor- 
mancy period and these 
accounts were never re- 

orted to the State Control- 
er.” 

Cory is currently en- 
gaged in litigation with 
Bank of America over 
more than $9.5 million 
withheld from unclaimed 
accounts. He has been suc- 
cessful in similar claims 
against several other in- 
stitutions and has actions 
pending against still more.

The current fiscal budget 
is $82.3 million, and BART 
projects a $1.8 million 
surplus. The proposed ten- 
tative budget presented 
above represents an 11 per- 
cent increase over the cur- 
rent year’s budget, eight 
percent of which is the net 
increase associated with 
service improvements. 

Herringer said the budget 
as presented did not reflect 
the possible impacts should 
Proposition 13, the Jarvis- 
Gann Initiative, be success- 
ful in June. 


So, should that happen 
BART would have a poten- 
tial deficit of $16.6 million, 
$6.7 million directly from 
the property tax, and the 
remainder from various 
other sources which might 
no longer be available to the 
District. 


“This could result in 
eliminating weekend ser- 
vice entirely, cutting back 
weekday night service from 
midnight to 8 p.m., reduc- 
tions in staff, and a sig- 
nificant fare increase. 


“A contingency budget 
would be prepared to re- 
flect these changes from 
the current budget proposal 
should them become neces- 
sary,’’ he concluded.

Hatchery trout go on diet 


SACRAMENTO — 
Catchable-sized trout are 
watching their weight in 
three state Department of 
Fish and Game hatcheries 
these days while south state 
streams return to shape for 
stocking following heavy 
winter and spring rains. 


Until streamflows recede 
and access to streams im- 
proves, the fish are simply 
going to have to remain in 
the hatcheries — some as 
much as five weeks longer 
than normal. 


The problem is, under 
normal conditions, the fish 
would continue to grow and 
soon outstrip their assigned 
living space in the hatch- 
eries. 


SACRAMENTO — The 
state Wildlife Conservation 
Board Monday gave the 
green light to several pe 
jects including develop- 
ment of a public access site 
in eastern Los Angeles 
County and the acquisition 
of nearly 17,000 acres of 
deer range, 185 acres of 
coastal wetlands and 310 
acres of interior wetlands 
and riparian habitat. 

Allocated for the de- 
velopment project, which 
was peercere by Los 
Angeles County, was 
$293,500 for the construction 
of public access facilities at 
Peck Lake on the Rio Hondo 
wash in western San Gab- 
riel Valley. 

The 80-acre lake and 76 
acres of adjacent property 
lie within the cities of Ar- 
cadia and Monrovia. For- 
merly a gravel pit, the lake 
has been planted with 
channel cattish by the De- 
partment of Fish and Game 
since 1975 and the DFG 
plans to stock catchable 
trout there after access has 
been improved. 

Development will consist 
of an access road, parking 
area, restroom, paths, fish- 
ing float and related im- 
provements. The county 
expects to provide picnic

R-1-HC, R-3-HC and R-1-H to a newly created Hillside Development (HD) District. 

5. Changing the Waterfront area, west of Hoffman Boulevard and Interstate 80 from Industrid 
(M) to Waterfront (WF), with commercial recreation as the main permitted use. 

6. Changing a portion of the Albany Village area from Industrial (M) and R-3 to R-2.
